The Hispanic population has exhibited 
tremendous growth in the United States and New 
Mexico. 

Due to this increase in population, police officers 
are more apt to encounter people whose primary 
language is Spanish. 

There is a need among Law Enforcement 
officers to communicate with Spanish 
speaking people under a wide variety of 
circumstances. 

This course will provide students with an _ 
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understanding of the Hispanic Culture and its 
impact on law enforcement encounters. This 
course will also provide officers with 
knowledge of key words and phrases in 

Spanish which can warn them of impending 
danger or attack.

Culture 

Culture is what is shared among people in a 
country or region. Their values, customs, 
traditions and attitudes shape the way they live 
and conduct business. 

4. What is honor?

❖ RELIGION 

❖ PATRIOTISM 

Family time is the most important thing for 

Mexicans. The country’s divorce rate is 
among the lowest in 
the world. 

It is quite common for family units to remain 
connected, often parents, grandparents, 
aunts, uncles, and children all living in the 
same area or even in the same house. 

Loyalty within the family is 
absolute-brothers will fight for the 
honor of their sisters. 

Children regularly live with their 
parents until they marry, even if 
they remain single until their 
thirties or later. 

The roles of the parents in 

Mexican culture are generally 
well-defined, with the father 
acting as the family’s ruler and 
the mother as the family’s heart. 

Machismo (Spanish for “male 
chauvinism”) is quite 
common in Mexican families, 
with the father exercising 
authority in a manner not 
unlike a dictatorship. 

FAMILY 

The Hispanic famiiy is iikeiy to 
be the most important sociai 
unit in iife. 

FAMILY 

Is usually the center of one’s perspective 
and behavior. 

Even with respect to identification, ones 
identity is likely to take second place to the 
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family. 

An insult to a particular family member 
will be taken personally by all of the 
members of the immediate family. 

FAMILY 

The nuclear family: Husband, wife and children. 

Extended family: Grandparents, uncles, aunts, 
cousins and godparents. 

FAMILY 

Husband - (Padre) Head of the household. Tends 
to be independent from rest of family. Can come 
and go as he pleases with no explanation. 

Mother (Madre) Completely devoted to husband 
and children. Teacher, role model, bearer of 
cultural values. Any insult to her can provoke 
male family members to become aggressive. 

“Madre” can be provoking and insulting in certain 
contexts, it will be tolerated out of respect to her 
position in the family. 

FAMILY 

Children - Taught at an early age to be respectful. 

Given responsibilities and tasks according to their 
age and ability. Tasks are real and necessary to 
family welfare. 

Elderly - Respected for their age and experience 
and are also the culture’s historians. 

GODPARENTS 

God parents take an active role in the lives of 
the children. 

There may be different Godparents for each 
child. 

The role of the Godparents is more of an aunt or 
an uncle, where there is mutual respect and an 
exchange of help and advice. 

Some have called adultery a social 
norm for men. Abuse; both physical 
and emotional is not uncommon. 

Wives are expected to endure this 
treatment from their husbands, and 
many consider it acceptable 
behavior. 

6. HISPANIC VS. MEXICAN 

A mistake regarding this distinction is a fast way to 
iose rapport with a native New Mexican. 

Due to our proximity with Mexico, you will deal 
with many Mexican Nationals. 

These cultural issues are common among all groups 
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that make up this ethnicity. 

Trust and close personal relationships is 
important. In Mexican culture the 
expectation of working and socializing 
together is a key component of society, and 
has a basis in the strong ties formed within 
the family. 

Non-verbal communication 

Mexicans tend to use the whole body when 
talking. They also use a lot of hand gestures. It is 
common to stare (give long looks) at a person; it 
denotes interest in them. Nevertheless, direct 
eye contact is avoided, because this means 
confrontation. 

Friendly greetings may involve more than just an 
exchange of simple expressions. In Latin America, 
carino (affection) is openly displayed between 
family and friends. Hugs, kisses, embraces and 
handshakes abound so don’t be startled by all the 
physical contact. 

Hispanics will tend to side with one another 
during confrontation or conflict. 

Some Mexican people have 2 or more last 
names. They usually carry their mothers maiden 
name and fathers last name. 

Ex: Jose Chavez Gonzales 

Often when a woman marries, she keeps 
her father’s last name, followed by her 
husbands. It can also include their “Pueblo” (where 
they are from) 

Ex: Maria Pena Gonzales De San Juan 

LEGAL ISSUES 

As of 2003, the Mexican Government will not 
allow the extradition of a Mexican citizen who 
might receive the death penalty. 

In other words, if a Mexican National kills you 
and makes it back to Mexico, he will never be forced 
to return to the United States to answer for the 
crime. 

BE CAREFUL! 

In the past few decades, these stereotypes have 
begun to break down somewhat. As influences 
from the United States continue to shape Mexican 
culture. 

CHANGES 

While traditions are strong, the Latino culture in 
the U.S. is experiencing social changes in order to 
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function and survive on American soil.

PROBLEMS 

Many women are becoming more assertive in 
society. Domestic Violence is a significant problem. 

Some children turn more toward peer groups for 
support, rather than toward the family, thus 
promoting the strength of gangs. 

RELIGION 

The majority of Hispanics are Roman Catholics. 

Many Hispanics rely on the priest to act upon 
their behalf. 

Women and children attend mass more regularly 
than men. 

RELIGION 

They have a strong belief in God and Jesus Christ 
as redeemer of mankind 

Many believe that their plight may indeed be the 
“will of God!” (“Es la voluntad de Dios!”) 

SANTERIA 

Based on West African religions brought to new 
world by slaves imported to Caribbean to work 
sugar plantations. 

Traditions include possession trance for 
communicating with ancestors and deities, use of 
animal sacrifice and practice of sacred drumming 
and dance. 

SANTERIA 

Slaves preserved their traditions by fusing together 
their beliefs and rituals with those elements 
surrounding Catholic culture. 

In Cuba, this evolved into what we now know as 

Santeria. 

Practiced in U.S., Cuba, Caribbean, Mexico, Puerto 

Rico, Panama, Spain, Canada and other areas with 
large Latin American populations. 

BRUJERIA 

Feared as manifestation of evil among certain 
hispanic and native American cultures. 

Brujas (witches) use rituals, spells, incantations, 
potions and powders to work ill against others. 

Manifest the evil eye, casting spells that cause 
physical or mental illness, bring about bad luck or 
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death. 

BRUJERIA 

Brujas create dolls in which they insert bits of the 
victims hair, fingernail clippings or pieces of 
clothing and focus evil intent on miniature 
representative of person to be cursed. 

If Anglo doctor can’t cure someone who has 
suddenly fallen ill, a bruja is suspected. A Curandero 
may reverse a brujas curse. 

Can transform themselves into owls, coyotes or cats. 
BRUJERIA 

Only sure way to rid yourself of brujas evil deeds is 
through a curandero. 

Curandero can contact a bruja through supernatural 
means and demand a spell or curse be removed. 

In more severe cases curandero may have to direct 
the spell towards a bruja and defeat her on a spiritual 
level. 

Male witches known as “brujos”. 

Religion - Catholic 

Mexico is nearly 90%f Roman Catholic 

Curanderos - (traditional folk healers) 

They are often respected members of the 
community, being highly religious and spiritual. 

Curanderos often use herbs and other natural 
remedies to cure illnesses, but their primary 
method of healing is the supernatural. 

Curanderos believe that the cause of many illnesses 
are evil sprits, the punishment of God, or a curse. 

Curanderos treat ailments like espanto (Spanish for 
shock), empacho (Spanish for impacted stomach), 
susto (fright), mal aire (caused by leaving a hot 
environment and entering a very cold one), and mal 
de ojo (evil eye) with religious rituals, ceremonial 
cleansing, and prayers, Caida De La Mollera (fallen 

Fontanel, Soft spot on a baby's head). 

PALO MAYOMBE 

Rooted in Congo basin of West and Central Africa 
where a large number of African slaves were 
brought to Cuba the Americas and Santo 

Domingo. 

Large part of liturgical (public worship) chants 
and invocations are mixture of Spanish and 

Kilongo languages. 

Religion remains largely Afro-Latino in character. 

PALO MAYOMBE 

Most traditional form can be found in Cuba, 

Dominican Republic and Puerto Rico. 
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Main worship and practice focuses on a religious 
receptacle or altar known as “nganga”. 

Consecrated vessel filled with sacred earth, sticks, 
human remains and other items. 

Vessel inhabited by a muerto or spirit of the 
dead who acts as guide for all religious activities. 

JESUS MALVERDE 

Known as “narco-saint” is folklore hero in 

Mexican state of Sinaloa. Not officially recognized 
as saint by Catholic church. 

Existence has been verified, according to legend 
he was a bandit killed by authorities. 

No agreement on how he died, shot or hanged or 
betrayed by friend. 

JESUS MALVERDE 

Earned a Robin Hood image since his death. 

Outlaw image caused him to be adopted as 
“patron saint” of region’s drug trafficking 
business. 

Dubbed “narco saint” by press. 

JESUS MALVERDE 

Intercession is sought by those with troubles of 
various kinds. 

Number of supposed miracles have been locally 
attributed to him, including personal healings and 
blessings. 

Has a shrine near a railway track near Culiacan, 

Mexico that attracts thousands each year. 

JESUS MALVERDE 

Three Spanish language films in circulation, all 
dealing with Mexican drug trafficking in 

California. 

Spiritual supplies featuring his visage are 
available in United States and Mexico. 

Include candles, anointing oils, incense, sachet 
powders, bath crystals, soap, lithographed prints, 
belt buckles and necklaces. 

7. BASIC COMMUNICATION
